Yet if they join the League of Netions, for ex¬ 
ample. they must expose their utter insincerity to the 
Russian paople. These expositions are becoming 
wry inconvenient. They require a lot of explaining. 
There haw been quite a number of them since it was 
found necessary to modify the Marxian doctrine suf¬ 
ficiently to enable the Moscow authorities to dicker 
with foreign capitalists and negotiate treaties of 
. trade and navigstion with totalled capitalistic coun- 
j triM.' OhvionsTy. if Ru*ti» hvohres into a sane dem¬ 
ocracy. as she is bound to do. e considerable num¬ 
ber of commissaries will lose their jobs. Many of 
them are not Russians. Most of them assumed Rus¬ 
sian names to conceal their real origin and pro¬ 
clivities—of which calculating capitalists of Lom¬ 
bard Street and Wall Street are taking profitable ad¬ 
vantage.

MANY INQUIRIES ABOUT CANADA 

O N FRIDAY OF‘THIS WEEK THE RE- 
duced scale of fares for emigrants from Great 
Britain to Canada will go into etfect. Under the 
new arrangement entered into between the Canadian 
and British Gowraments and the transportation com- 
lanies the cost of a ticket from the OW Country all 
the way to Vancouver will not exceed forty-fiw dol¬ 
lars—wry considerably less than die lowest pre-war 
emigrant fare. 

Judged by the liwly interest the scheme has 
aroused in Britain there i* ewry prospect that it will 
be a success. From all the offices maintained through¬ 
out the Old Country by the Dominion Gowmment 
come reports of e record number of inquiries for so 
short a time. Similar activity is also reported from 
the many offices of the two Canadian transportation 
companies. Whether this new interest in Canada can 
ha taken to *»»»° that the objective of 200.000 new 
settlers in 1926 will he reached will not be apparent 
until the actual migration commences in earnest. One 
thing is certain, however, and that is if this new scale 
of fares will not induce more people to come to this 
country, nothing short of a free passage for selected 
settlers will do it.

Great Britain is furnished by other parts of the 
Empire. She supplies forty-four per cent, herself 
and buys the remaining forty per cent, from foreign 
countries. These details were included in the speech 
which Mr. E L Wood, the British Minister of Agri¬ 
culture, delivered at th* opening of the Imperial 
Fruit Show in London recently and they were duly 
noted by this Province's Agent-Genera! who was 
present on that occasion—an occasion, by the way. 
on which the apples of Brittoh Columbia won new 
honor* over all other*. 

Very naturally did Mr. Wood suggest that he 
would like Britain to be less dependent upon foreign 
sources of supply. He thought that more fruit should 
be produced in the Old Country itaelf; but he saw no 
reason A.tever why th* rest of the Empire should 
not be telling more of it* product over there. The 
important of his remarks in this connection, how- j 
ever, were thoan which dealt with the subject of | 
standardizing, grading, and packing. This » an old 
story and some p rogress towards the correction of 
many defect* in this respect hat undo ubtedly beeo 
made. Experiments in mew packing systems were 
tried with success on several shipments to the British 
Empire Exhibition, while the experience gained at 
these Imperial Fruit Shows has been valuable to the 
Juppe,. Mr. Pauline, inddentglly. sug¬ 
gested that if the people of the Old Country 
,.V~I buy Empire good* such products ought to be 
dearly marked for everybody to see. 

This it an important point ; but it is unfortunately 
one which rests with the Old Country buyer end teller 
There is undoubtedly * genuine desire on the part of 
the Briton to do His share towards this form of Em- 
pire development. The great Wembley fair taught 

hi- many thmg. he did not know about the Empire.
